INDICATIONS OF SOVIET ARKS SHIPMENTS TO CUBA 

Soviet "shipping and jBNHNHfe cieBaages of 23 September 

indicate that the cargo ship Atkarsk had arrived that day in 
Pert Nikolasv (the primary Soviet Black Sea port for loading 
arms for enpcrt) to load 2,^5^ tons of "Yaotrebov 1 s" cargo 
and was scheduled to arrive in Cuba between 21 and 31 October. 
(Yastrebov, a Soviet trade official, has been associated Kith 
the^e^port of Soviet military cargo from Port Nikolaev since 
1956.) Tiiecc messages also reveal that the cargo ship NikolaJ 
Burdenko, (uhich loaded 3>23*> tons of unknown cargo in Nikolaev 
from 9 to 16 Septsnibsr) 9 t*ouid arrive in Cuba between 10 and 
20 October. 

CosEiRinications intelligence aloo indicates that the Soviet 
ship Kirov ±g probably no?i en route to Cuba, possibly carrying 
arms; and that another ship CLeriinogorsk) ie now loading cargo 
at NikoXaev for Cuba- 

(Two Soviet shipes are l^iovm to have delivered military 
equipment to Cuba: the Ilya Keohnihov on S September and the 
Solnechnogorsk on 23 September.)

Training of at least four Spanish -spcolc ing pilots at Trenein airfield 
(M-5'ai lO-GUK) A/as noted in Czechoslovak air-ground communications (ViU-' voice) 
on 31 May 1961. The nationality of the pilots has no I boon determined; study 
continues, hovever. 

Between I63IZ and 1730Z these pilots vere in continual contact with the 
Trenein airfield tower control (callv/ord MOH-l) on a frequency allocated to 
the ll-Otl/Boiuber Divisional, Prerov (H9-26H 17 -^13); the pilots used suffixes 
(71^ 707; 79 J S and 796) from a block probably allocated to the unidentified 
ground attack unit at Trencin, which is believed to be subordinate to S3HI. 

It is noteworthy that during this activity the Spanish -speaking trainees 
apparently encaged in air-to-air communication, as evidenced by the following 
transmission:

This is the first time that air-to-air communication between Spanish-speaking 
trainees has been noted. 

Two pilots speaking Czech and using pilot suffices (13 val 790) and 91 
(presumably 791) vere also active during the same period. Although they made 
reference to zones "A" and "D," suggesting tactical activity, there was no 
indication that they wore working together or with the Spanish -speaking pilots. 
However, a study of voice characteristics discloses that- Spanish may not be the 
native tongue of one of the pilots who used that language, suggesting that he 
may have been a Czech using Spanish to facilitate training commands.

Between IJ and 17 Apr U ".1-962 radar tracking activities were mentioned 
in Cuban internal plaintext communications. These were accompanied by 
references to equipment designators which, in the pant, have equated 
to known Russian radar sets/ This is the first occurence noted of references 
to either radar tracking or to Russian radar equipment in Cuban internal

On 13 April 1962 a schedule was published that mentioned P-20 and 
P^'sets!' ^■■■■■HP^ Initial analysis su^ested these were radio 
sets. Subsequent research revealed that P-20 and P-0 are Russian-made 
non-communication emitters, and that the schedule was a radar search schedule 
for them. P-20 and P-0 have been r> lven the US nicknames TOKEN and KNIFEREST A.

DRY CARGO SHIPMENTS TO AND FROM CUBA IN SOVIET SHIPS 
1 January - 31 March 1062 

1. During the first quarter of 1962,, h'\ Soviet dry cargo ships made hi 



voyages 



to Cuba delivering at least 228,000 metric tons of cargo excluding military 
cargo. a These ships also transported approximately y?Q,000 metric tons of Cuban 
sugar and 2/238 tons of nickel concentrate to the USSR. Although the number of 
voyages during the quarter remained on a par with the first, quarter of I96I, the 
tonnage dellverd in 3-962 represented an approximate increase of 50 percent over the 
known tonnage for that same period in I96.I. It also represents the largest number 
of known tons of cargo shipped to Cuba in Soviet ship.? for any quarter since ship- 
ments began. The following table f hove t the number of shipments and minimum amounts 
to Cuba monthly.

2. The cargo ship SEVASTOPOL 1 UO JE ] wa^3 noted departing the Baltic'on 25 
December I96I with an unknown cargo and arriving in Huvar;a / on 26 January 1962. 
However, it is estimated it arrived at an unknown Cuban port, possibly Mariel, on 
or about 1*1 January and departed on or about 25 January. This ship may be one of 
two ships reported unloading military equipment including armored tanks at Mariel 
12-15 January and may also have unloaded four motor torpedo boats at Havana on 26 
or 27 January (these four MTB's are not reflected under military cargo in the table 
in paragraph 6) . 

3. In addition tee the above- me rvf;.l.on.<::(L cargo scrips the Soviet expeditionary / 
ship VLADIMIR 0BRUCHEV'(UD0K] arrived at Havana on 18 January after leaving Odessa 
on 20 December 1961 where it loaded diving suits before, departing. Before 
arriving in -Cuba it declared for Nicaro with a cargo of fuel oil; however, it pro- 
ceeded directly to Havana. This ship remains in Cuba engaged in undetermined 
operations as of the writing of this report. 

h. Of special significance is the arrival in Cuba during the first quarter of 
1962 -of at least eight motor torpedo boats and five KRONDSHTAIfl?- class patrol vessels, 
all. of which departed from Murmansk/ The TBjXIS'j/ f UOUL] and the KOLIGIO&Npc [UPLF] 
each carried four hffiB's on dock and towed a petrol vessel. The BALTIJSK [UVHY],

INCREASED FLIGHT ACTIVITY OF CUBAN TACTICAL AIR FORCE 



Since 31 August 1962, when Cuban Air Force coiraiiuni cations personnel were 



placed on a state of alert, an increase in MI.G flight activity has been evidenced 
on air-to-ground communications. Between 1 and h September 1962, 76 pilot suffix* 
were recorded. On h September, a total of ^3 pilot suffixes were noted active 
between 1022 and I659Z, (0^22-1159 local). Of these, 36 were active in contact 
with the ground controller at San Antonio de los Banos. Activity consisted of 
bombing practice and possibly patrol flights. During the same period, seven 
additional MIC pilot suffixes were noted active with the Camaguey ground controls 
No flight activity was noted at Santa Clara, although the ground controllers were 
active in ground to ground contacts.

3. Ve can however, provide a very limited response to these requirements 
by adding a small ntmber of Air Force personnel familiar vith these requirements 
to the complement at operating under the control of QIC, and 

permitting these individuals to pick off as a by-product of our limited process* 
ing in support of the reaction reporting that information which would also satis- 
fy COKAD and AFXJUff to the extent possible* When the processing is not engaged In 
supporting reaction reporting, we will direct the OIC, to satisfy the 

requirements Of CONAD and AFIANT to the extent possible.
